From the first, Lioiit. I'arnpll <li,s- 
pluyfil FinKuinr aliillty hh a pnldirr, 
and Ihime wlm knew him w'Tr not 
.luriiriHPil when in Drrc-iiiher, 1915, he 
wan awarded the Military Croaa for. 
partiniiarly brilliant and gallant work 
in a trench raid made by th» British 
opposite Le Ttlleroy on December 14- 
16. In the worda of the London 
Qasette, Lieut. Parnell waa awarded, 
the .Military Cross "for conspicuous 
gallantry and enterprise opposite Le 
Tllleroy on the night of 14th-lBth De- 
cpmber, 1915. He made his way 
through the German wire, entered 
their trench, and surprised a post of 
Ihp enemy, two of whom were killed, 
one taken prinoner, and the renin Inil- 
er dispersed. On the rirevious night 
he had also got into the enemy's 
trenchen, and brouKhl hnrk valiiahie 
Information."

Science Men Were Out in Foree 
to Take Advantage of Fopu. 
lar Annual Trip, 



The trip of in.>ipi'i. tion of the Fron- 
tenac Urcwi ry Co.'h plant at Mile End 
which has licen run in prevloua yeara, 
received us much Inlcrcst as ever 
llila year. Meeting at llir fiiion at 
L'.l.') p.m. Saturday afternoon. the 
iiienilicrH of the Hallway ami .Me- 
chanical riiiii, about fifty in all, took 
the .«trcpl car, en maHHC. for Mile 
lOnil. At the Hrewery they were met 
by a number of the cnmpany'.'j offl- 
clalN, and a guide was provided to 
ahow the men over the plant. 

The mombera were ftrat taken to 
the power produpin^ and refrigerating 
plant. Here all the power used in the 
brewery la developed, and bera also 
are the «normoua.. ammonia com* 
pressors. Steam ia' generated by two 
of the latest type ^abcoek and Wil- 
cox bollern, fitted with automatic 
chain grate stokers, thus doing away 
with the old type of hand fired boil- 
ers. In the engine room are to be 
seen many interestliig machines. 
KU'Ctrlcity is Renerated by two 1). C. 
!;eneratiir», developing 60 k.w. each at 
240 Volts, These aro driven by Bellls 
and Morcom hl^h speed vertical en- 
gines. The plant is lighted ,by the 
three wire system, a balancer set be- 
ins used to equalise the voltages. The 
ammonia compressors are seemingly 
immenae; they are Corliss valve en- 
gines, of the borlsontal type. There is 
also a Bellie »n<l Moroom air com- 
preaaor, which the engineer Idndly 
started for the benefit of thoae pres- 
ent. The «nfine room as a whole 
was a marvel of neatnesa and cleanli- 
ness, the pDliahed btiu» and steel fair* 
ly gleamed In the light. 

The party then proceeded to the 
top floor, where the process of 
maniifacttire coDunences. The plant, 
which Ik allowed to be one of the most 
cffli lent anil most up-lo-rtate of its 
kind, is operated on the progressive, 
gravity system. In this system all 
the materials are hoisted to the top 
floor of the building, and then placed 
through their various processes, pass- 
ing from floor to floor by gravity. In 
no part of the process are any of the 
materials touched by hand, and ah- 
aolute cleanlineaa prevails. The ator- 
age tanks are all glased with a form 
of porcelain, and everything appeara 
to be spotleas.

What is the value of this impression after the books have passed 
jthe stage of mere acquaintance and are subjected to the critical in- 
spection of intimacy? Of course we speak now of the new books, for 
an old atul pioveii friend loses no worth hy a new costume, though 
its old hahiliiucuts may be more desirable to some. 

Beally it seems that the value of the inipressiou which our new 
acquaiutanci's slionM make is of confused or liaz.v nieiisiirriiipnl. 
There is such a moving crowd that it is like a state receptiou, hasty 
greetings, a few mumbled sentiments, and on to the next, but there 
*is much glitter, artificial light and hothouse iierfmiii'. 

There are more potent factors in true cultivatiou, however, than 
state functions. Likewise there is more to books than their charm of 
display.

Rennle 
Ogllvic McMurtry, Arts '05, Law '08, 
for distinguished conduct as nn offi- 
cer In charge of observation duties. 

! Lieut. McMurtry Is serving with the 
107th <:';inndlun Hiegu Battery, former- 
ly .No. 3 Canadian Slcgc Battery, coni- 

jmandod hy Major K. O . M. Cape, 
Scl. '9S. a unit which has made a 
Mlilendid name for itself in the recent 
flglitliiK in Mie .Somme theatre of op- 
eratloiiH. Lieut. .McMurtry was a 
member of the MoOlll Contingent, 
Canadian Of/leers' Training Corps 
when he took out a commission In the 
buttery to which ho has since been 
attached. He was a member of the 
legal firm of Brown, Montgomery and 
McMlchael, in the city, and resided at 
29 Tower Avenue. 

Lieut. McMurtry comes of a military 
family, several members of which are 
on active service. Recent advices tell 
of the continued good work ot the 
lOTth Battery, U being stated that It 1» 
now HO busy that the battery 1» work- 
ing In the open and pounding away at 
the Uerman trenches. 

According to information received In 
the city, the Military Cross has been 
awarded to Capt. William Norman 
Gllmour, .Med. '10, ot the Koyal Army 
Medical Corps, tor distinguished ser- 
vice In charge of an advanced dress- 
ing station in the recent flghllng on 
the Somme front. Capt. Qllmour Is 
Medical Officer of the 16th Royal 
i^cots, 'a battalion of a famous Brit- 
iHh regiment which has seen consid- 
erable heavy fighting In the opera- 
tions which have been carried on this 
autumn. 

Capt. Gllmour has been Ih uniform 
since war was declared. That event 
found him engaged in practice in 
Australia after a period as medical 
superintendent of the Children's Me- 
morial Hospital ill this city. Capt. 
Gllmour Immediately crossed to South 
Africa, and there enlisted as a trooper 
In Oenorul Botha'a cavalry operating 
against the German colonies. Upon 
the completion of this campaign, In 
which he suffered much hardship, 
Capt. Gllmour went to England, and 
there took out a. commission fn the 
Royal Army Medical Corps. He train- 
ed in England, add finally went to 
France, with the battalion already 
mentioned. He has been in France for 
upwards of a year. 

In the early stages of the Somme of- 
fensive, Capt. Qllmour conducted his 
advanced dressing station with such 
devotion to duty that he was promot- 
ed, and It Is evidently because of fur- 
ther gallantry that he has been award- 
ed tho Military Cross. Capt. GIlmour'H 
homo Is In Brockvlllo, Ont., where Mh 
father, W. A, Gilii^oiir, Is collector of 
Customs. He wa« born In BrockviUe 
on January 16, 1888, and w.-is educated 
at tho Brockvllle Collegiate Institute.

The story oC liow tlu' rriiicc.is I'at.s. 
went over the |iaiapi-l on the Somme 
front on September 15, and took two 
lines of German trenches was told to 
McQIll Dally by Lieut. OrylUe S. Tyn- 
dale. Arts '08, Law 'ID, of the fumons 
Canadian Light Infantry unit, who 
Jias just bOen Invalided home to Can- 
ada suffering from wounds received 
In the charge on the date already men- 
tioned. Lieut. Tyndttle left Canada as 
a platoon commander With the Tlfth 
rniversiiticH Comiiany, and saw ser- 
vico on the Yiiri'.^ .'lalloiil liofore Ills 
battalion was ttimslVn-ed to the 
Summi' area. The Fifth company wutit 
to i'laiu'c early In .luly. 

On the Yjiros -lalii'tit ihi' r.its. ex- 
perienced little pxdti nii'iit, (iaiil Lieut. 
Tyndale, with the o.\cri)tioii that they 
were constantly umlcr heavy Oermaii 
tiro, and expected to be blown up ev- 
ery moment, in tho middle of Augu.st 
they were mdved to the Somme front 
by forced marches, and arrived there 
on September 3, being billeted In Al- 
bert cump. At that time the Pats, 
expected to be stationed on the Somme 
about two weeks. Tho day following 
their arrival af Albert, they went to 
the trenches, and on the l.'ilh advanced 
to the attack. The Pals, look the 
flrKt Gcrinun trench without difficul- 
ty, the Germans offprlnn no resist- 
ance and surrendering fri'oly. Lieut. 
Tyndalc's ii|(itoon of sixty cao'ured 
almost Its own iiumlior in prisoners, 
fitly Germans bclug taken. These 
wore xo.nt to the rear in charge of otii> 
mull, no othors bring available at tlio 
time. 

So successful had Iheir tir.sl cliarf;C 
been that the ufficcrs decided to at- 
tack the second (tench. Lieut. Tyn- 
dale went over tho parapet at the heail 
of his men, and had advanced 25 yards 
when he was hit in tho leg by machine 
gun fire. Ho lay in a shell bole ex- 
pecting to die from exposure, when 
Pto. Ashly, a student nt Etnnianuol 
Anglican Theological ÇoUoge In Sas- 
kalcliewan before ho enlisted In the 
Kltth Universities Comimny, came 
along and taking him on liis baclt, 
carried him to the rear road under 
heavy shell tire. It took tbeni two 
and a halt hours to roach the former 
Uritlsb linos. 

When iisUcd regarding McGlll men 
whom lie bad hpcii ovorseaH, Llout. 
Tyndale stated that there wore .so 
many at the front that ho could not 
mention any individuals specially. 
Good and effective work was done, bo 
said, by Corp. J, Gordon Nicholson, 
Arts '18, with his machlno gun on the 
Somme. Corp. Nicholson was trans- 
ferred to the machine gun section two 
weeks after, he landed In France, and 
has done very good work. He la a 
son of Dr. J. A.. Nlcliolson, the Regis- 
trar of the Unlvcrsfty, On the Olym- 
pian, Lieut. Tyndale met Cnpt. Otto 
Demuth, Med. 'ir>, who In bkck In Can- 
ada on leave. 

Speaking ot recruiting, Lieut. Tyn- 
dale said; "I noticed when I disem- 
barked at Halifax a newspaper article 
stating that the total number ot en- 
llstmenlH for a month was 6,000. This 
Is not equal to the number of casual- 
ties suffered, a deplorable state of 
affairs, since, If Canada expects to 
fioep up the strength of the present 
force, more recruits have to be se- 
cured." '

A NEW DELUGE TABLET. 

It Is reported from tlie Smithsonian 
Museum that there has been found 
among the museum^s largo stores ot 
uncollated Mesopolamlaii text.i a small 
tablet containing an account of the 
Deluge, siilist.iutiaiiy in accord with 
other Items of a similar nature al- 
ready known. The tablet Just discov- 
ered is in an ektremely early Acca- 
dlun or SUmcrlan tongue, and dales 
back to at least 2250 B. C, being thus 
noiably earlier than most of the De- 
luge Inscriptlona, It appears to be a 
contlnuatlim of a similar tablet found 
In the museum and translated some 
time ago. The Smithsonian Assyrlo- 
loglbts are how employed In a thor- 
ough search for some further mem- 
bers of thé series.
